"About 100,000 cubic yards of fill -were 


pumped to the Auditorium grounds last 
summer by the municipal dredger, and 
it was Considered likely that planting 
could be done there this summer as soon i 
as sufficient loam had been placed on top 
of the fill. .H was found, however, that: 
the underlying soli of the old marsh bed 
could not support the weight of the fill 
and loam placed thereon, and the result 
is that the sinking of ground is too great! 
to permit of any planting1 at present. Of 
course, lawns could he planted, but the 
work would have to be done over again 
next year, and tho park hoard does not 
feel that the expense would be warranted.'

: DISCRETION- DESIRABLE. 


Out of the wire-tapping scandal, which inter- 


ested New York a few days, has developed the 
judicial theory that it. is .altogether proper and 
legal to "tap" telephone wires. The appellate 
court.ruled that it was certainly, not unlawful or 
oppressive use of, power on the part of the police 
and the telephone company to cut in on a service 
line to verify their-suspicions that unlawful con- 
versations were being conducted. 
; 


There has been considerable discussion of the 


significance of this ruling upon' the use of tel- 
ephones for conducting private business. .Its full 
effect will depend upon the extent to which the 
business public relies upon the integrity of police 
officials. All public utilities are designed for the 
exclusive purpose of serving legitimate business. 
It is wholly within the power of the company and, 
in fact, a clear duty, to refuse knowingly to per- 
mit its telephone lines to be diverted to the pros- 
ecution of criminal acts. This .being so, it would 
hn an incongruous application of the law to say 
that the police might not intercept telephone1 


messages to aid them in the apprehension of 
criminals. 


The grave danger lies in the abuse of this priv- 


ilege, "or rather in the possibility that the power 
will be abused. It developed in the New York 
case that commercial rivals had profited by infor- 
mation concerning the business of a financial 
concern, gained through the operation of police 
officials in tapping private wires. Such occur- 
rences as this will tend to make business sus- 
picious of the telephone, and thus will remove a 
noteworthy measure of its usefulness. We should 
write very few letters if we believed that every 
Tom, Dick and Harry of the federal secret serv- 
ice, the United States marshal's office, municipal 
police, deputy sheriffs and suburban constables 
had the right to open and inspect 'them. While 
it is quite proper that the authorities should have 
the right to listen-in on telephonic conversations 
in an emergency, it should not be made a com- 
mon practice. It is a right that should be exer-

— Bearing the 
distinction of having been discovered 
at a greater distance from the sun 
than any! previous heavenly body or 
the Comet B. 1016 (wolf).

J* under Investigation by astronomers 
tit the Unlvoralty of California. Pro- 
fessor Rusaell Tracy Crawford and 
Dlnsmore Alter have computed vari- 
ous details regarding Ita orbit and 
movement. They state that It will 
be visible to the naked eye by June, 
1917.The comet was discovered at Hei- 
delberg. Germany, on April 27. In the 
Constellation Virgo. It waa at first 
thought to be an asteroid but more 
powerful telescopes soon disclosed Its 
real nature. It was 480,000,000 mlle» 
from the sun at tha time of Ita dla- 


The "local scientists have disputed 
the validity of the orbit first an- 
nounced for the comet by Vrofesaor 
von Bleebroeck of Yerkes Observatory, 
that Its period waa eight years.
